TeamSPIRIT Update 

In April the TeamSPIRIT Coordinating 
Group composed of Linda Grote, Joyce Jolly, 
and Johnny Parker introduced to the faculty 
and staff the idea of using teams as an 
alternative to committees, the organizational 
unit through which college employees have 
traditionally participated in the governance of 
the college. The first step in the transition 
process to a team-based governance structure 
was to "survey the customer." To learn how 
college employees and students felt about a 
transition to teams, three TQM tools were 
used to evaluate attitudes and expectations: 
an interest survey; a call for minute papers; 
and four cross-functional focus groups (three 
employees and one student). 




The next month the results were compiled 
into a booklet by Joyce Jolly and placed on 
reserve in the college libraries and in the front 
office on the Fredd Campus. This was done 
so that all employees would have the 
opportunity to review the materials. With this 
response from the employees and intensive 
research on the use of teams, a TeamSPIRIT 
implementation blueprint was developed. The 
blueprint, as opposed to a plan, serves as a 
guide in the development of a full-scale 
implementation plan. 

In June a cross-functional team was 
selected to review, evaluate, modify, improve 
and clarify the implementation blueprint. The 
team is called the TeamSPIRIT 
Implementation Design Team or IDT. Team 
members include: Pamela Anderson, Muriel 
Cambell, Judy Holland, Joyce Jolly, Sam 
Merriweather, Johnny Morrow, Brenda Ryan, 
Holly Sexton, and John Speights. Pamela 
Anderson was elected team leader. The 
Design Team held its first meeting on June 22 
and has been meeting weekly to fine-tune the 
implementation plan. The IDT members 
report with satisfaction the TQM team 
procedures really work! 

When the IDT completes its work, the 
implementation plan will be presented for 
additional input from all college employees 
before finalization. This will give everyone 
the opportunity to have input into the 
implementation plan. The first few teams are 
expected to be formed and begin training in 
August. 

As you can see, TeamSPIRIT in on-the- 
move. Our professional development training 
in TQM continues this fall. All employees 
who haven't taken TQM are encouraged to 
sign up for the next available course. Soon we 
will begin training teams on how to apply the 
TQM ideas and tools they have learned to 
improve the quality of the services we offer to 
students and the community.

CULTURAL DIVERSITY IN ONE 
CLASS 

Recently, SSCC instructors have been 
requested to make cultural diversity one of the 
threads in their instructional tapestry. In his 
library science classes, Don Bell provides a 
good example of how this can be, and is being, 
done. 

Don has developed an exercise for LBS 
101 that blends both library skills and cultural 
diversity skills. In this exercise, Don asks his 
students to act as if they are enrolled in a 
political science class and have been asked to 
learn all they can about a country in which 
Spanish is the native tongue. In this exercise, 
students must learn all they can about the 
geography, history, culture, traditions, 
religion, current life, and governments of the 
Hispanic country. The exercise, then, takes 
the students through the process of locating 
resources in that library that will help them 
complete this "make-believe" assignment. 
The exercise leads student to dictionaries, 
reference work, biographical sources, literary 
sources, current periodicals, news articles, and 
CD-ROM databases— in English and Spanish- 
all currently available in the Shelton State 
library and all focused on Spanish language or 


culture. 

Don will be happy to share this exercise 
and his experiences in teaching it with you.

INFORMATION FROM THE ALABAMA 
POISON CENTER 

SNAKES IN THE GRASS 

Snake venom poisoning is almost always 
preventable. In the event of a snake bite, the 
Alabama Poison Center recommends: 

* Get the bite victim away from the snake. 

* If possible, without endangering anyone, 
capture the snake and place it in a container 
with a lid. 

* Keep the bite victim calm. Becoming 
excited or running will cause venom to spread 


more quickly. 

* Keep the bite area still and place at the 
patient's heart level. 

The most important aspect of snake venom 
poisoning management is to get the patient to 
the nearest hospital as soon as possible. Any 
first-aid performed will only delay this 

proce.ss, so only administer first-aid if you are 
sure it will help. 

The Alabama Poison Center is a free, 24- 
hour a day emergency telephone poison 
information and treatment resource for the 
public and health care professionals in 
Alabama, and is certified as a regional poison 
center by the American association of Poison 
Control Centers. In the event of an accidental 
poisoning or to request a free poison 
prevention guide, call 1-800-462-0800.
